When a submarine commander observes an enemy vessel he submerges his boat whilst still at a distance 
from his target, and then approaches to a position within a firing-range of, say, 2000 yards (Fig. 5). 
If the sea be rough, and it is consequently difficult to observe small objects on its surface, he keeps 
the enemy under continual observation by means of his periscope, a vertical tube projecting above the 


surface of the water fitted with an arrangement of lenses whose design—enables_them to project the 
picture within the field of their object-glass on to a suitable lens under observation inside the vessel.
